Yeflerday arrived here the brig Charloue, Capt Noble, 
from Liverpool. On the 21th Jnne fpoke.a Britith frigate 
from Cork, the officer of which informed, that two or three 
days before, a general engagement hed taken place, not 
far from Cork, between the Britifh and Irifh Royal troops, 
and the Irith rebels; that the a€tion was bloody, aod Uiat 
the Royal troops obtained a complete victory over their 
opponents, 6000 of whom fell in the battle. 
This news, though verba!, is inucied to attention, Tt will 
be recolleGed, that our lat daces from Ireland was June 4, 
at which time it was officially anneunced to the Britith 
Cabinet, that a general attack was te be made on the in- 
furgents, on that, or the fucceeding day ; and that the roy- 
al army was ttrongly reinforced, Cork is not far from the 
ceater of the action. 
The round number of 6000 may be cxaggerated, but 
the laft eccounts made the rebel army 15000 flrong, aud, 
probably, was augmented, 


TOULON FLEET, 

By capt Hopkins, arrived fince our laf from Leghorn, 
we received advices of the progrefs of the French arma- 
ment under thecommand of Gen Buonaparte, which has 
excited fome intereft inthe Umited Staies. Capt Hopkins 
informs, that on the 5th of June he faw the Toulon fleet 
pals Leghorn, bound up the Mediteranean ; and couated 
about 180 fail, fix of which appeared to be of the line ; 
other perfons afcertained the aumber to be 240, and the 
line of battle fhips to be twelve, A few days after capt 
Hopkins fpoke an 28 gun Englifh cumer, which was in 
queft of Sir Horatio Nelfon’s fleet, which had been feen 
between Toulon and Corfica. 

They have had intelligence of the equipment of the 
Toulon ficet, in the Weft Indies; and the Hughes’s have 
buoyed up the fpirits of their faétious fterving myrmidons, 
with afflurances that it is bound to Americe. 

Several French privateers were laying off Leghorn, 
watching the departure of acutral veffels; while coming 
out, feveral approached capt Hopkins, but obferving his 
convoy and himfelf armed, thecied off. On his outward 
bound paffage, he fell in with a Freuch Buccaneer, but on 
opening his port holes and fhewing his guns, the plander- 
exs moved off.
